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are requesting substantial sums of money.

We have acquired over 50 acres near Akron. We want to move
our tower to the new site.

John Benefiel reported on Trinity's 403 (b) retirement program.
The program allows contributions from earnings without tax, but the
funds are taxed at a later date when withdrawn. Employees are
required to sign a salary reduction agreement. Funds 1D.ay be placed
in an annuity, which is currently paying 4% to 6%A The insurance
company will guarantee principal and interest.

Another avenue of investment is a mutual fund. Generally, the
return is greater, but so is the risk. Funds may be moved around.

The President reviewed network proqrammingA A new network
identification package was added in 1992 with many new programs.

Those present discussed closed captioning. Chief Engineer
Miller explained that the equipment is not expensive, but the labor
charges are extremely expensive. Telephone company equipment is
peing investigated as a means for meeting the needs of the deaf on
a local basis.

The most popUlar programs were discussed. "Praise and Behind
The scenes" are most popular, followed by Reginald Cherry, Jay
Sekulow, Jerry Bernard, 'LaVerne Tripp, Betty Jean Robinson, Walt
Mills, Jeff Fenholt, Josh McDowell, John Jacobs and Dr. E.V. Hill.

Guidelines for local Praise and for local program concepts
were discussed.

Pilots should not be made until the program is approved.
Prospective programmers expect to have a program approved if they
invest in a pilot program. POlicies should be put in writing.
Prospective programmers should not be misled into believing they
are justified in making a substantial investment when they are not
justified.

Several new programs are in the process, including a large
block of children I s programs. Programs involvinq Catholics, Father
R.ick Thom.as and Michael Manning are planned, as is a new Jay
Sekulow program, an Oral Roberts teaching program, a Steve Strang
Magazine program and a Dino music program.
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The President discussed abuses of the petty cash funds that have
come to the attention of the Boards of the various corporations.
The petty cash fund has been used for sUbstantial capital
purchases. In emergencies, funds may be wire transferred, or
delivered by Federal Express. In cases where needs are subject to
consideration in advance, requests for funds should be made prior
to the need.

The President then emphasized the importance of documenting
all expenses, particularly credit card expenses. It is imperative
that the exempt purpose of the expense be documented.

Ben Miller, Chief Engineer, then presented a report on safety
procedures and safety compliance, as well as joint tower usage.
Mr. Miller's presentation was enthusiastically applauded by all
present.

The President then discussed corporate policy of not incurring
overtime without approval. Personnel will expect a valid
explanation for overtime hours.

Chuck Hall reported that a mobile production unit was
delivered in 1992 to the Milan station. Problems have developed
with the city for the issuance of a permit for construction. Italy
has failed to issue licenses for television stations and several
promised dates have passed. We are now looking to February 28,
1993. Prayer for the issu'ance of licenses was requested. If we do
not receive a license for Channel 11, a suit would probably result.

In Greece a similar need lnay develop. We have requested
permission for a national network. Our five kilowatt signal
generator will be transferred into Greece soon.

Nora Hall shared from scripture, that "The word of the Lord
will cover the world. II

John Karner reported on Russia. The antenna for Channel 40
was installed in November. Testing is occurring now. February 15
is the date set for the beginning of Channel 40. We are on the air
now three times per week. and on Sunday. James Kennedy's program is
one of the programs that we broadcast.

Moscow is under negotiation. We are negotiating for Channel
38. It is a 100 watt channel. CNN covers Moscow on Channel 24
with the same watts.
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The ordination of Ministers of the Gospel was then discussed.
It was noted that although Trinity Christian Center of Santa Ana,
Inc. is a church and meets the generally accepted requirements of
a church, all ordained employees of the corporation, as well as
other ministers who have expressed a desire to be associated with
Trinity Christian Center, have received their ordination from other
churches.

The Secretary remarked that since 1979 the corporate bylaws
have provided that the corporation may n ••• license and ordain
ministers of the Gospel and missionaries for the furtherance of the
work of this corporation and our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ in
the United States and all foreign countries ••.• " The fact that
Trinity Christian Center had previously ordained and encouraged
Christian ministers and pastors was discussed.

It was then moved, seconded and passed to authorize the
officers of Trinity Christian center to approve and acknowledge the
ordination of Ministers of the Gospel, pursuant to the Bylaws and
the Articles of Incorporation of the corporation and such
ordinations shall include staff ~embers en9aged in the Ministry of
the Gospel, as well as indiviauals engaged in the Ministry of the
Gospel, independent of Trinity Christian Center of Santa Ana, Inc.
The officers were further· 'authorized to certify the ordination of
such ministers ana to proviae certificates evidencing such
ordination.
